One of the most exquisite of musi­ 
cians, in her time, was Mademoiselle 
Dupuy, oflhe French opera. Her play­ 
ing upon the harp was the wonder of 
Paris.

And of this strange inti- 
maey between a charming woman and 
her quadruped favorite, Moncrif, her 
biographer, gives tho following inter­ 
esting particulars:

But as soon as she sat down 
and began to prelude upon tho instru­ 
ment, she noticed that her cat assumed 
an attitude of in tense attention. At tho 
point of the instruracnt'e arriving at 
any passagoof peculiar beauty, the exci­ 
ted grimalkin went into a felino ecstacy, 
and, so well measured was this sensibil­ 
ity, according to the excellence of tho 
playing and the pathos of the composi­ 
tion, that M’lle Dupuy was ablo to 
judge of the quality of the musió by tho 
manifest emotions of her cat! She be- 
camoadevoulPusxeyite,in fact, believ­ 
ing that the nervous creature was an 
exact prophet foretelling precisely how 
music would affect an audience. And 
she waa grateful accordingly to tbe 
friend to whom she thought she owed 
mainly her artistic success. 
In her last illness, at the approach of 
death, M'lle Dupuy sent for the notary 
to make her will. She had accumulated 
a fortune by her profession ; and tbe 
first clause of her testament was the 
giving of her town-houte and her country 
house to her cat! She added to this 
annuity sufficient for tho comfortable 
support of tho fonr-lcggtxl mciesieian 
during its natural life ; and to make 
sure that this, her last will and testimcnt 
should be respected, she gave several 
legacies to friends on tho express condi­ 
tion that they should see to the fulfil­ 
ment of her wishes. It was also a con­ 
dition that they should sevcrallj- take 
turns during the week in going to see 
and keep company with the orphan 
puss! 
Monerif adds that the relative» of 
M’lle Dupuy disputed the validity of 
the will, and a law suit was the conse­ 
quence-—Grimalkin m. Dupuys. But 
the cat gained the case, and lived out her 
days with the genteel alternation be­ 
tween an elegant town house and her 
charming country house. The partic­ 
ulars of the final cat astrophe are not 
given.

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Useful Isforinetion. 
The washerwomen of Holland and 
Belginm,so proverbially dean, and who 
got np the linen so beautifally white, 
use refined borax as a washing powder 
instead of soda, in tho proportion of a 
large handful of borax powdor to about 
ten gallons of boiling water; they save 
in soap nearly half. 
All the largo 
washing establishments adopt the same 
modo. For laces, cambrics, Ac., an ex­ 
tra quantity of powder is used, and for 
crinolines (required to be made very 
stiff) a strong solution is necossarv.— 
Borax being a neutral salt, does not in 
the slightest injure the texture of linen; 
its cffoct is to soften tho hardest water, 
and thoreforc it should bo kept on evory 
toiletto table. To the taste it is rather 
sweet, is used for cleaning the hair, is 
an excellent dentifrice, and in hot 
countries is usod in combination with 
tnrtarid acid and bi-carbonate of soda 
as a cooling bevórage. Good toa can­ 
not be mado with bard water; all wa­ 
ter may be made soft by adding a tca- 
spoonftil of borax powdor to an ordina­ 
ry sized kettle of water, in which it 
should boil. The saving in tbe quanti­ 
ty of tea used will be at loast one-fifth. 
To give to black tea the flavor of green 
tea, add n single leaf from the Dlack 
currant tree. 


Pickled Tomatoes. 
- Take small, smooth tomatoes, not 
very ripe: scald them until the skin 
will slip off easily, and sprinkle salt 
over them. After they have stood 
twrnty-iour hours, dmin off the juico, 
and pour on a boiling hot pickle, com­ 
posed of one pound of sugar to every 
quart of viuegar, a.id two tcaspoonfnlls, 
each, of cinnamon and cloves. Drain 
off the liquid, scald it, and ponr it on 
them again, every two days tora week, 
and they will require no farther care. 


Drying PeachfS Without Peding.—A 
correspondent of the Louisville Journal 
communicatee a now plan of drying 
peaches, which may be of service to our 
readers. The furze is removed by im­ 
mersing in lye, made by boiling wood- 
ashee in water, to a tolerable strength. 
The lye should bo warm, bat not so as 
to cook tbe peaches.which aro,rubbed in 
it awhile, and then washod in clear cold 
water.—Every partido of furze will bo 
removed, and only athin skin remain— 
they can then bo cut and dried in tho 
nsaal manner. They thus loso nothing 
of their sweetness by peeling, and are 
said to be of the'best quality for all 
oookiog purposes. 


Wheat Groxoing in Water.—The New 
Harmony (Indiana) Advocate states 
that Mr. John Wilsey, of that place, 
has twenty acres of bottom land in 
wheat, which was beginning to flower 
when tbe river commenced covering 
ihe land upon which it was growing.— 
For five weeks the witter has remained 
upon itlo ihe depth of from six In twelve 
inches, during which time tho wheat has 
matured, and, in tho opinion of good 
farmers, who have examined it, the 
grain is equal to any ruisod on the hiHs, 
but owing to tho recent rise in the river 
it will be impossible to harvest in the 
bottoms this summer.

six or eight insects which Mr. H. bo 
lievod to be tho source of the potato 
rot. Tbe insect itself we cannot de­ 
scribe sc'cntifically. It is about half 
the size of the common house fly, of a 
brownish color, has six legs, two pairs 
of light diaphanous wings, two anten­ 
na, and a long, strong brobosci*. Mr. 
H. thinks it is the i’hytscoris, but is 
not positive os to that. At tho end of 
twenty-four hours the plant was evi­ 
dently diseased. The insect was ac­ 
tively engaged upon its various por­ 
tions which became brown and mouldy 
in tbe leaf, while the stalks, in the 
coarse of two or three days, suffered a 
putrescent change, until, on tho 28th, 
some of them fell over by their own 
weight, the stalk being swollen and 
softened, in some places quite to a jelly 
■of a sickly green color. This process, 
Mr. Hen derson informa us. takes placo 
uniformly, but most rapidly when tho 
plant is freely watered and exposed to 
sun and air, as the specimon exposed 
was not. To nil external appearance, 
tho disease was identical with the ordi­ 
nary potato rot as it attacks the vinca 
8ome piece»of early (Ais year's) pota­ 
toes, placed in the jar, were also plainly 
attacked by the rot during the four 
days of expostffi-e. 
Mr. Ilondorson slates that ho has 
been engaged in this research since 
1847; that in 1850 be discovered the 
bug on tho vines, but thought that it 
was confined to them. Daring the last 
year ho has found it on the tubers, and 
Watched its cffocts upon them. It ap­ 
pears on tho vines in from two-and-a- 
naiff to three months after planting, ac- 
aording to soil aud manure, a richly 
manured soil producing the perfect in­ 
sect sooner. 
The natural history of tho insect be­ 
gins with the development of tho egg. 
This m inviai ble to the naked eye, but 
can be seen with the aid of a leas, ag­ 
glutinated to tho skin of the potato.— 
It is of an oblong form and is planted 
with the soed potato. The egg may be 
hatched in k warm, moist place. The 
entire poriod of development is not set­ 
tled. Mr. H. exposed a plant to the 
insect, under proper precautions, and 
from the time of the exposure to the 
time the young insect of the next gen­ 
eration obtained bis wings was three 
months. The process of reproduction 
has been ingeniously «pitched by Mr. 
Henderson. The egg planted with tho 
seed potato is hatched, and the young 
insect stays in the ground until ho gets 
wings, in the meantime ho is engaged 
in stinging the tubers, each perforailon 
poisoning the root and begetting tho 
rot. 
While yet in the ground, und as 
oariyas the tenth day of existence, the 
young in«ects cohabit, and from the 
great rapidity with which they propa­ 
gate, Mr. U. argues that the egg is de­ 
posited before the first emergence from 
the ground, althoagh in case of cold, 
wot weather, tho insect sometimes 
leaves the vines and returns to tbe to­ 
bar. Only a few days are required for 
tbe entire deetructiou of the viue. Tho 
insect is remarkably industrious, but 
the destruction of the vines does not 
alfoet tho tuber except to stop its 
growth. 
Mr. Hendoroon finds a ready explana­ 
tion fbr tbe greater bealthAxlneas of 
the potato io saudy soil. He finds that 
the graius of sand greatly annoy and 
cripple tho. insect, and as the tight soil 
is heaved np by the growth of the root, 
the sand imparts or foils down, prevent­ 
ing the access of the fly. In a stiff soil 
the insect roauily leavos the ground 
through the enteles opened by the 
growth of the tuber, aud having stung 
it, comes to the surface and attacks the 
vine, especially after heavy showers.—

At tho 
point of tho instrument's arriving at 
any passage of peculiar beauty, the exci- 
te d grimalkin went into a feline ocstaey, 
and, so well measured was this sensibil- 
ity, according to the excellence of tho 
playing and th* pathos of the composi- 
tion, that M'lle Dupuy was ablo to 
judge of tho quality of the music by tho 
manifest emotions of her cat! She be- 
came a devout Pwsseyite, in fact, believ- 
ing that tho nervous creature was an 
exact prophet foretelling precisely how 
music would affect an audience. And 
she was grateful accordingly to the 
friend to whom aha thought she owed 
mainly her artistic success.

death, M'llo Dupuy sent for the notary 
to make her will. She had accumulated 
a fortune by her profession ; and the 
first clause of her testament was the | 
giving of her town-house and her country 
house to her fat! Sho added to this 
annuity sufficient for tho comfortable 
support of tho four-legged wwwhician 
during its natural life ; and to make 
euro that this, her last will and tcslimcnt 
should be respected, she gave several 
legacies to friends on the express condi- 
tion that they should see to the fulfil- 
ment of her wishe-). It was also a con- 
dition thut they should several!}- take 
tarns during tho week in going to see 
and keep company with tbe orphan 
puss!

Useful Information. 


The washerwomen of Holland and 


Belgium, so proverbially clean, and who 
got up the linen so beautifully white, 
use refined borax as a washing powder 
instead of soda, in tho proportion of a 
large handful of borax powder to about 
ten gallons of boiling water; they save 
in soap nearly half. 
All the large 


washing establishments adopt the same 
mode. Por laces, cambrics, &c., an ox- 
tra quantity of powder is used, and for 
crinolines (required to be made very 
stiff) a strong solution is necessary.— 
Borax being ti neutral salt, docs not in 
the slightest injure the texture of linen; 
its effect is to soften the hardest water, 
and therefore it should be kcnt on ovory 
toilette table. To the taste it is rather 
sweet, is used for cleaning the hair, is 
an excellent dentifrice, and in hot 
countries is uscil in combination with 
tartarid acid and bi-carbonate of soda 
as a cooling beverage. Good tea can- 
not be made with hard water; all wa- 
ter may ho made soft hy adding a tea- 
spoonful of borax powder to an ordina- 
ry sized kettle of water, in whifh it 
should boil. The saving in the quanti- 
ty of tea u&cd will bo at least one-fifth. 
To give to black tea the flavor of green 
tea, add n single leaf from the black 
currant tree. 


Pickled Tomatoes. 


Take small, smooth tomatoes, not 


very ripe: scald them until the skin 
will slip off easily, and sprinkle salt 
over them. After they have stood 
twenty-four hours, drain off thojuico, 
and pour on a boiling hot pickle, com- 
posed of one pound of sugar to every 
quart of vinegar, a.id two tea-.poonfnlls, 
each, of cinnamon and cloves. Drain 
off the liquid, scald it, and pour it on 
them again, every two days for a week, 
and they will require no farther cure.

Drying Pearlies Without Peeling.—A 


correspondent of the Louisville Journal 
communicates a new plan of drying 
peaches, which may be of service to our 
readers. The furxe is removed by im- 
mersing in lye, made by boiling wood- 
ashes in water, to a tolerable strength. 
The lye should be warm, but not so as 
to cook the peaches,whicb arc.rubbed in 
it awhile, and then washed in clear cold 
water.—Every particle of furze will bo 
removed, and only a thin skin remain— 
they can then bo cut and dried iu tlic 
usual manner. They thus lose nothing 
of their sweetness by peeling, and arc 
said to be of tlie-bcst quality lor al' 
cooking purposes. 


Wheat Growing in Water.—The New

The Potato Rot 


ITS ALLEGRO CAPSR AN'D OTRK— MU. 


UKNDEKSON'S DISCUVEltlKS. 


Ever since the disease known aa po- 


tato rot first appeared, various hypoth- 
esis hi vc been offered as to its cause and 
cure. A malady attacking an esculent 
so important, and forming- HO large a 
portion of our daily faod. was at oiu-o 
recognized as a national disaster, and 
researches of m-ivntinY men were direct- 
ed to its study. Up lo the present lime 
no satisfactory theory has boun pro- 
mulgated. In giving publicity to that 
winch we are now iilmiit lo notice, we 
shall confine ourselves mostly to wliut 
has been done by actual experiment., 
nnd to the legitimate conclusions w Inch 
inductive reasoning from those ex|>cri- 
mcnts affords. Our personal knowledge 
i s confined to tho following facts : 


On the morning of the 24th of June, 


Mr. Alexander Henderson, '"f thin city, 
left at our office a glass jar, containing 
a sound nnd healthy potato plant, cov- 
ered in by a perforated paper so as to 
afford air. lie had placed it there al 
7 A. M.,and with it were confined some 
six or eight insects which Mr. II. be- 
lieved to bo the source of tho potato 
rot. The insect itself wo cannot de- 
scribe scientifically. It is about half 
the size of the common house fly, of a 
brownish color, has six legs, two pairs 
of light diaphanous wings, two antcn- 
n a», and a long, strong brobosci*. Mr. 
II. thinks it is (lie 1'hytscoris, but is 
not positive as to that. At the end of 
twenty -four hours the plant was evi- 
dently diseased. Tho insect was ac- 
tively engaged upon its various por- 
tions which became brown and mouldy 
in tho leaf, while the stalks, in the 
course of two or three days, suffered a 
pntrcsccnt change, until, on the 28th, 
some of them fell over by their own 
weight, tho stalk being swollen and 
softened, in some places quite lo a jelly 
of a sickly green color. This process, 
Mr. Henderson informs us, takes place 
uniformly, but moot rapidly when tho 
plant is freely watered and exposed to 
sun and air, as the specimen exposed 
was not. To all external appearance, 
the disease was identical with the ordi- 
nary potato rot as it attacks the vines. 
Some pieces of early (fliis year's) pota- 
toes, placed in the jar, were also plainly 
attacked by the rot during the four 
days of cxposiH-u. 


Mr. Henderson states that ho has 


been engaged in this research since 
1847; 
that in 1&50 he discovered the 


bug on tho vines, but thought that it 
wail confined lo them. During the last 
year he has found it on the tubers, and 
watched its effects upon them. It ap- 
pears on the \ ines in from two-and-a- 
half to three months after planting, ac- 
cording to soil and manure, a richly 
manured soil producing the perfect in- 
soct sooner 


The natural history of tho insect be- 


gins with tlie development of the og<r. 
This is invisible to the naked oyc, but 
can be seen with the aid of a lens, ag-

In the meantime ho is engaged 
in sttnging the tubers, each perforation 
poisoning the root and begetting the 
rot. 
While yet in the ground, and as 


early as the tenth day of existence, the 
young injects cohabit, and from the 
great rapidity with which they propa- 
gate, Mr. H. argues that tho egg is de- 
posited before the first emergence from 
the ground, although in case of cold, 
wet weather, tho insect sometimes 
leaves the vinos and returns to tbe tu- 
ber. 
Only a fow days are required for 


the entire destruction of the vine. The 
insect is remarkably industrious, but 
the destruction of the vines does not 
affect tho tuber except to stop its 
growth. 


Mr. Henderson finds a ready explana- 


tion for the greater heaUhfulnese of 
the potato in sandy soil. lie finds that 
the grains of sand groatly annoy and 
cripple tho insect, and as the light soil 
is heaved up by the growth of the root, 
the sand imparts or falls down, prevent- 
ing the access of tho fly. In a stiff soil 
the insect reauily leaves the ground 
through the cracks opened by the 
growth of the tuber, aud having stung 
it, comes to the surface and attacks the 
vine, especially after heavy whowers. —

wounds over witnessed. Miller, thim 
made for the entry of the Institute,

Military Law. 


Adjutant General Wilson has issued 


a circular to the military of the Com- 
monwealth, in which he explains the 
ollectH of the military law, and refutes 
tho idea expressed by many newspapers, 
that the volunteer system will involve 
the State in debt. Ho .says that under 
tho law, each county forms a brigade, 
and each brigade must support its own 
military organization from the military 
tax raised in it. Tho Stale Treasury 
has, therefore, nothing to do with pay- 
ing military expenses, except so far as 
tho expenses proper of thu Adjutant 
General's department arc concerned.— 
lie expresses the opinion that the sur- 
plus from the military fund in tho sev- 
eral biigades, after paying the expen- 
ses of the volunteer companies within 
their bounds, will be quite a handsome 
item for tlio sinking fund, and assist in 
paying the public debt of the Common- 
wealth : 


Military Eipcnsrs—"The military 


fund in tho Stale Treasury is responsi- 
ble lor no military expenses except 
those of tho Adjutant General, General 
Slatt, military storekeepers, repairs of 
ar.sonal and repairs of arms, &c. 


If the military fund in any county is 


not sufficient for the pa} ment of the ex- 
penses of tho brigade, the county Treas- 
urers \\ ill make apro rata division among 
the several claimants. 


No officer whatever, in any dhision 


or biignde, ha-, any authority to make 
expenses which shall iu any event be 
chargeable to the State. 


The county treasuiers will be careful 


and observe the law, in making pay? 
monts. and aie directed— 


1. To pay no military expenses un- 


less on the order of tho Board of Audi- 
tors, as dnected by Act of Assembly, 
April 21. 1858. 


2. The salaries of Brigade Inspectors 


will not be paid until tho close of the 
military 3 ear, boingtlic last day o('Dc- 
cember in eacli year; if paid before, 
and the said Inspectors have not made 
their proper returns to this office, the 
treasurers do so at their own risk — 
The law requires tin* salary not to be 
paid until notice is given to treasurers 
by the Adjutant General. 


The Brigade Board of Auditors will 


observe a proper economy in the expen- 
ses of their brigade, and pass no bills 
that arc in any way exorbitant. 


All military officers aro enjoined to 


take especial care that the proper as- 
sessments are madc,uad all the military 
taxes collected 


All collectors and treasurers will be 


held to a strict account, under the law
